Hi Mike, 


First thing I'd do is to get a nice hefty gel cell and leave that 
generator at home. Boy there's nothing better to upset the other campers 
than a generator. You may in the future consider buying or building a 
rig that draws little current (<100 mA) on receive, so that you'll get 
lots of air time at QRP levels. The Elecraft K1 is a real nice multi 
band rig for this purpose assuming that you are a CW op. I, along with 
many others on this list have had a lot of fun with it. 


Antenna wise, I've always had real good luck with end fed vertical wires 
with radials (at least 8) and also the trusty center fed zepp into an 
antenna tuner (matcher). I've had best luck with non-resonant antenna 
lengths when going for a multi-band antenna while avoiding the 1/4 wave 
lengths of feedline for the desired bands (balanced line is a must!). 


Best thing to do is to take your wire and feedline and play with it in 
the field and see what works best for your situation. I have found 
myself wanting a free standing vertical sometimes when we've gone 
camping to a new site and no trees were available. 


Have fun on your trip and let us know how it goes...

Just finished the Dipper and it works like a charm... of course, I got the 
LED in BACKWARDS! Freq counter worked OK but no lumens. Plugged in the 
desoldering iron and turned that little bugger around...LUMENS GALORE!

Mine installed nicely inside an Altoids tin. The tacticle switch is just 
barely long enough to stick through a hole in the lid. The fine tune stem 
sitcks up above the lid almost 1/4" so it is easy to access. The BRIGHT LED 
also protrudes a bit but you could probably see it THROUGH the lid without 
a hole! I also deep-sixed the jumper and installed a mini toggle switch 
in the tin for a power switch. 


This little gadget is one of the most enjoyable, and useful gadgets to 
come along lately.

I stumbled across one of my old radios, and Icom IC-22A I ran in the 
mobile in 1975 - 1985.

What I remember is that the RX crystal is a 15 MHz fundamental calculated 
by the RX frequency - 10.7 MHz then divided by 9, and the TX was an 18
